When the proposition was made to me, 
I said, ‘What? I wouldn't let you do 
that for $50,000,000.’ ”’ 

Mr. Sunday had mentioned the thea- 
ter and the movies, neither of which 
he declared he would condemn, except 
for the “rot” they often showed. “I 
have not been in a theater for thirty 
years, and I will-mot go in one except 
to preach from the stage, but I don’t 
blame my friends, Doug Fairbanks, 
June Elvidge, Bill Hart, Mary Pickford 
and Charlie Chaplin. It’s all right, if 
they want to do it.”

Armed Men to Win War, 
Not Economic Pressure, 
Declares Gen. Crowder 


Prime Necessity Is Raising 
Efficient Army, Says Pro- 
vost Marshal in Statement

Washington, November 23.— Man 
power exerted on the field of France 
will bring victory in this war, Provost 
Marshal General Crowder declared in a 
statement of the aims, accomplishment 
and future of the selective draft system 
addressed to members of the local 
boards and made public here tonight. 
After reviewing present conditions and 
necessities, General Crowder predicted 
that the selective system would become 
a permanent part of America’s govern- 
mental system for war. 

Every precaution poss¥ble has been 
taken with the new draft regulations, 
General Crowder said, to conserve eco- 
nomic interests, but the paramount duty 
of the country is to raise an effective 
fighting force. 

“We are committed to this war,’’ the 
general continued, “and we ought to 
fight it in the most effective fashion 
possible to us. The necessity of raising 


an army is paramount. The decrease: 


in the labor supply must be adjusted in 
some way other than by shutting off re- 
cruitment. That it can be adjusted 
there is no question. 

“The problem is not to maintain the 
labor supply of agriculture and every 
industry intact. It is to make with- 
most scientific 
manner possible. I think we have done 
that and what is offered here is the 
basis for a nice balance, between our 
two necessities. -

argny ja a side issue. I say to you that 
with any greater inroads into the field 
of recruiting of our army we shall be 
sending inferior men to the field. That 
if this nation is not competent to make 
the slight adjustment necessary to com- 
pensate for this scientific selection, 
then it is not competent to enter this 
war. 

“Certainly no man can urge in this 
day of trial and sacrifice that this na- 
tion should deliberately neglect to 
make itself effective in the field of mil- 
itary operation on, the plea that our 
greatest contribution to the cause of 
humanity is in attaining an economic 
supremacy.

HOOVER TO DIRECT 
FISHING INDUSTRY 


The Georgia law prohibiting any 
alien or non-resident of this state from 
fishing in Georgia waters is responsi- 
ble for an agreement reached on Thurs- 
day whereby President Wilson will be 
asked to issue a proclamation placing 
the fishing industries along the entire 
Georgia coast under the immediate ju- 
Tisdiction of the federal food adminis- 
tration. 

This agreement was reached at a con- 
ference of Georgia Food Administrator 
A. M. Soule, Charles H. Bartlett, repre- 
senting Herbert Hoover, federal food 
administrator, and State Gam d Fish 
Commissioner Sam J, Slate. 

The supreme court handed down a de- 
cision on the Georgia law last June 
which necessitates the enforcement of 
the law, and the effect of the enforce- 
ment, it is said, will seriously menace 
some of the largest fishing industries 
in this state, and, in turn, affect the 
supply of fish available from Georgia 
waters. 

The officials who were in conference 
Thursday will draw up a request to be 
forwarded to the president, after {t has 
received the approval of Governor Hugh 
M. Dorsey. 

Senator 8. C. Townsend, of St. Marys, 
and others were present at the confer- 
ence to represegt the fishing and fish 
packing and oyster packing industries 
of the state. 

The president will be asked to direct 
that the federal food - administration 
prepare and promulgate rules and regu- 
lations for the operation of all fisheries. 

There are in Georgia 15 shrimp pack- 
ing plants, the largest plant handling 
about 300,000 toms per week, showing, 
on the equivalent of this one plant, the 
equal of about 100,000 head of cattle, or 
the conservation through the entire 
shrimp industry of a total of somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 800,000 cattle a 
week. if shrimp were eliminated and 
cattle could be equally used in its place. 

There are about 25 oyster enter- 
prises and about 30 fisheries other than 
of shrimp and prawn.

ENGLAND'S LOSSES: 
CONSIDERABLY LESS 
THAN HERPRISONERS 


| More Progress at Cambrai 
in Twenty-Four Hours 
Than at Ypres During 
Three Months. 


London, November 22.—The British 
casualties in the advance toward Cam- 
brai are reported to be very consider- 
ably less than the number of prisoners 
taken, it was announced today hy 
Major General F. B. Maurice, chief di- 
rector of military operations at the war 
office. 

The British, said General Maurice, had 
advanced to a depth of six and a half 
miles at the farthest point on a front 
of ten miles, which was a record ad- 
vance in twenty-four. hours on the 
western front, and was further than 
the progress made during three months’ 
fighting at Ypres. 

The victory at Cambrai, General Mau- 
rice continued, was the direct result of 
the fighting at Ypres, and therefore 
the men who fought at Ypres deserved 
equal credit for the Cambrai success,

The British troops were still sfx miles 

distant from Jerusalem, fighting in the 

hills of Judea, he said, and it would be 

unwise to make any anticipatory state- 

ment regarding the fall of the city. 
Fighting tin Open. 

‘We were able to give the Germans a 
surprise blow at Cambrai,” said General 
Maurice, “because they had skimmed 
this sector like they did along the re- 
mainder of the line, in order to prevent 
us from taking Passchendaele. After 
we took Passchendaele they brought up 
a division from the Russian front in an 
effort to retake it. 

“The fighting in the Cambrai opera- 
tion is all in the open, enabling the 
cavalry to assist the tanks and infan- 
try. There are no German defenses 
prepared in this sector, and their next 
line evidently is beyond Cambrai. 

“The Ypres-Cambral battles must be 
linked together, because the former 
made possible the latter and the men 
who fought at Ypres deserve as much 
credit for the success at Cambrai, Our 
operations are continuing satisfactorily. 

“On the Italian front the chances of 
the Germans breaking through are 
diminishing hourly. The situation there 
is more satisfactory than it was a week 
ago, although it would be premature 
for me to say that Venice is safe. 

‘We have, however, reached the stage 
where there .is every reason to have 
complete confidence in the situation. 
The Italians have been enabled to bring 
up guns, ammunition and supplies in 
ever increasing quantities, and every 
hour’s time gained by them means a 
more favorable outlook. The time is 
drawing nearer when the Franco-Brit- 
ish reinforcements will be brought into 


play.”

New York, November 22.—(By Asso- 
clated Press). From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Sanguinary battles are in 
progress in the Italian theater between 
The Brenta and Piave rivers, where 
the armies of the Teutonic allies, 
greatly superior in numbers, are striv- 
ing to break through the hill country 
to the Venetian plains. Hand-to-hand 
encounters are of frequent occurrence, 
and in them the Italians seemingly are 
holding their own and inflicting severe 
losses on the invaders. 

West of the upper reaches of the 
Piave, where the enemy is endeavoring 
to gain the valley leading into Venetia, 
jthe Berlin war office claims the cap- 
ture of Monte Fontana and Monte Spin- 
accia, but, according to the Rome war 
office, except on the former position, 
where a few advanced Italian lines 
were reached, the enemy everywhere 
has been repulsed.

ITALIAN ARMY 
GREATLY OUTNUMBERED. 


Headquarters of the Italian Army in 
Northern Italy, November 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The fourth Italian 
army under General Robilant is meet- 
ing the full force of the tremendous 
shock. the enemy .has concentrated be- 
tween the Piave and the Brenta rivers. 


pond ‘was told that the enemy 
forces-delivering this Slow are in the’ 
proportion of three to two as coom- 
pared with the Italian forces, and this 
is virtually the relative strength on 
the two wings west of the Brenta, 
where General Pecori commands the 
first Italian army, and the right wing 
along the Piave, where the Duke of 
Aosta holds the enemy as in a vise. 

It is in this position that the fourth 
army is experiencing the most intense 
action, with attacks following in rapid 
succession. 

Reports early in the day were satis- 
factory as the main fighting ground was 
farther north, on the enemy’s positions, 
though at one point the enemy suc- 
ceeded in breaking through the Ital- 
jan lines on the foothills of Ménte Fon- 
tana Secca, compelling the reforma- 
tion of the defensive lines a little fur- 
ther back. 

These fluctuations are marked by the 
bloodiest fightingm with the enemy re- 
serves coming Sirard for three suc- 
cessive attacks, wi th were met at the 
point of the bayonet and driven back, 
except for one push down the coveted 
valley. 

Just west of this main field of action 
the Italian first army rushed the enemy 
positions near the Brenta river and in 
two attacks and counter attacks held 
the occupied ground, which was strewn 
with enemy corpses. 

On the lower Piave the enemy forces 
in the bushes on the west bank of the 
Zenson are placed at seven hundred 
men, who are being raked by the ar- 
tillery as they have .tried to set up a 
line of machine guns across the small 
area they occupy. 

Reports are coming in from the in- 
vaded Venetian districts of fearful acts 
committed by soldiers, but this is stated 
under reserve, as it is impossible at 
present to give confirmation. 


TEUTONS MAKE 

SLOW PROGRESS. 

Rome, November 22.—The Austro- 
Germans invading northern Italy yes- 
terday reached a few of the Italian out- 
standing positions on the Italian ad- 
vanced lines on Monte Fontana Secca, 
but elsewhere the Teutons were re- 
pulsed, the war office announced today. 

The text of the Italian statement 
reads: 

“Yesterday the enemy launched sev- 
eral attacks between the Brenta and 
the Piave rivers. He was sanguinarily 
repulsed with the bayonet at the bar- 
rier lines of 6t. Marina, where he left 
prisoners and machine guns in our 
hands, and at Monte Pertica, where he 
fruitlessly renewed the attack three 
times. He was arrested completely by 
artillery fire at Monte Monfenera. A 
few outstanding elements on our ad- 
vanced lines on Monte Fontana Secca 
were reached. 

‘“During the early hours of last night 
enemy masses on the Asilago plateau 
attacked our positions at Casera and 
Meletta d’Avanti, but our troops offer- 
ing heroic resistance and counter at- 


tacking promptly drove them back to 
‘the Soathhaned whence they started.”

CAPTURED GROUND

London, November 22.—The British 
official communication issued this even- 
ing announces the successful consolida- 
tion of all the captured area in the 
region of Cambrai except the village 
of Fontaine Notre Dame, which. has 
been recaptured by the Germans in 4 
counter attack. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“On the southern battle front the day 
has been spent in consolidating the 
large area over which our troops ad- 
vanced during the last two days. This 
has been successfully carried out ex- 
cept at Fontaine Notre Dame, which 
the enemy has, retaken by a counter 
attack. 

“Much credit is due to the transpor- 
tation service for the rapidity with 
which the concentration for the opera- 
tions of the last few days was effected. 
Roads and railways, both broad-gauge 
and light, have been developed, and, 
since the advance, extended in a man- 
ner which has contributed largely to 
the success of our preparations and 
subsequent operations. 

“On the northern battle front the 
artillery activity was intense in the 
neighborhood of Passchendaele, but no 
infantry action was developed by 
either side.”

British Army Headquarters in 
France, November 22.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The British this morn- 
ing were battling their way forward 
less than three miles west of Cambrai 
after breaking into the enemy’s last 
defense line at Anneux and Cantaing 
yesterday. They were drawing in on 
Bourlon wood, which dominates the en- 
tire section, including Cambrai.

Berlin, November 22.—(Via London.)

ing through, though he gained a little 
ground beyond the German front line. 

The German statement says that on 
the west bank of the Scheldt the Ger- 
mans drove back the British on to An- 
neuX and Fontaine, and that on the east 
bank of the river the British were 
forced back into their former positions 
south of Rumilly. 

Referring to the British attack on 
the Somme front, today’s official com- 
munication says that before and be- 
hind the German lines lies the wreck- 
age of tanks which have been shot to 
pieces. 

The text of the German statement 
reads: 

“The battle southwest of - Cambraf 
continues. By the massed use of tanks 
and infantry and by launching his cav- 
alry, the enemy sought to effect a 
break through which was denied him 
on the first day’s attack. He did not 
succeed in his objective. Although he 
was able to gain a little ground be- 
yond our front lines he was not able 
to attain greater successes, 

“The enemy troops, which were ef- 
fectively caught by the fire of our artil- 
lery and machine guns and §$ greatly 
thinned, encountered the counter thrust 
of our brave infantry. | 

“On the western bank of the Scheldt 
our troops drove back the enemy to 
Anneux and Fontaine, and on the east- 
ern bank to his positions of departure 
south of Rumilly.

Paris, November 22.—The Germans 
last night made a counter attack on the 
Aisne front in an endeavor to recapture 
the ground won by the French in yes- 
terday’s offensive.

The announcement follows: 

“West of the Miette river heavy artil- 
lery fighting continued through the 
night.

ENGLISH LOST 
ELEVEN PLANES 
IN CAMBRAI PUSH 


London, Wednesday, November 21.— 
An Official statement on aviation op- 
erations issued tcnight said that only 
fi ve German machines were seen on the 
Cambrai battle front yesterday. The 
British machines worked against the 
difficulties of-~mist and rain, and 
eleven of them are missing. The state- 
ment reads: 

“On Tuesday our airplanes attempt- 
ed to work throughout the day in con- 
junction with our operations between 
St. Quentin and the River Scarpe. 
Low clouds of mist and a strong 
westerly wind with an occasional driz- 
zle of rain throughout the day made 
it necessary for our patrols to fly fifty 
feet from the ground. Even at that 
height they were at times quickly lost 
in the mist. 

“Continued attempts were made to 
maintain contact with our advancing 
troops, but this was rendered almost 
impossible by the weather conditions. 
Many bombs were dropped on enemy 
batteries, lorries, airdromes,  trans- 
ports and railways. Batteries and 
small groups of infantry were attack- 
ed with machine gunfire. Very vai- 
uable information was gained, despite 
the very difficult weather conditions. 
* “Only five hostile machines were 
seen all day on the battle front. Eleven 
of our machines are missing, their loss 
being due to the mist and exception- 
ally low height at which they were 
compelled to fly.” 


RUSSIAN ARMY 
WINS SUCCESS. 


Petrograd, November 21—The Rus- 
sian Caucasus armies have won a4 
marked success against the enemy 
along the River Byal, according to in- 
formation reaching the army and the 
workmen’s and sceldiers’ delegates. The 
Russians started an attack and over- 
came the enemy, capturing 1,600 of 
them, of whom 134 were officers. The 
morale of the troops is said to be ex- 
cellent. 


RETREAT OF GERMANS 
SERIOUSLY THREATENED. 


London, November 22.—Thus far Eng- 
land has taken quietly Field Marshal 
Haig’s big victory in France. This 
morning, despite the big headlines and 
eulogistic articles In the newspapers 
and the feelings of quiet exultation evi- 
denced in private, the public went about 
its business as usual. Not an extra 
flag was flying and the bells have not 
yet aroused the people to a realization 
of what their armies have done in 
France.

TEUTONS MAKE 
MASSED ATTACK. 


Italian Army Headquarters, Novem- 
ber 21.—(By the. Associated Press,)— 
The battle in the mountainous region in 
the north between the Piave and Brenta 
rivers is nearing its culmination. 

It centers at Monte Grappa and has 
become a struggle of giants. 

It is clear e enemy is able to ad- 
vance only very slowly now that he is 
not being assisted by the element of 
surprise by treason and other circum- 
stances which favored him at first. 
Even if the Italians should be obliged 
to abandon the Piave river line they 
may be expected to fall back more slow- 
ly and offer still more tenacious oppo- 
sition. 

The greatest mass attack which the 
enemy had made is in progress along 
the upper Piave river at the point 
where it bends to the northeast into the 
Belluno Alps. As the action proceeds 
the enemy is bringing fresh masses of 
his reserves, including picked troops of 
the Prussian Guard, besides some of the 
best German troops drawn from the 
western and Russian front.

Alabama Prison System 
Is Severely Criticised 
By Isadore Shapiro 


New Orleans, November 22.—The Ala- 
bama ‘odygg p= system was severely criti- 
cised by Isadore Shapiro, of Birming- 
ham, member of the Alabama legisla- 
ture, and president of the state commit- 
tee on prisons, in an address delivered 
at the general session tonight of the 
annual congress of the American Prison 
association. The fee system and the 
convict lease system he blamed for most 
of the faults he found in Alabama pris- 
On conditions. “I dislike to criticise 
Alabama affairs outside of my own 
state,” he said, “but I really cannot find 
anything good to say of the prison sys- 
tem there. 

“In Alabama most officers receive 
fees instead of salaries. This makes 
numerous arrests and long confine- 
ments profitable to the officials. It is 
not uncommon for officers to cause 
frivolous arrests because it bulges their 
purses. It is a custom to arrest negroes 
early Sunday morning for gaming or 
shooting craps,’ and to discharge ae 
upon the mere payment of costs. While 
the man gambles unmolested in his 
home or club the negro is duped and 
uséd asa mint. In Alabama sheriffs are 

id by the state 30 cents a day for

With the American Army in France, 
November 21—(By the Associated 
Press.)}—The American army was 
thrilled today by the heroic action of 
a@ young lieutenant in saving the life 
of a soldier. A rrivate, a member of 
a petrol, lost his way and went to 
sleep in a small crater in No Man’s 
Land last night. The patrol returned 
and it was found he was missing.

The Ger- 
mans turned their attention to him, 
and for some minutes bullets whizzed 
on all sides, but’ none hit him. The 
soldier said that he did not Know in 
what direction his own lines were, 
otherwise he would have tried to get 
to them himself.

“making the department pay” things have 
gone from bad to worse, until the time has 
come when the country must make up its 
mind as to which of the two policies it 
wants: Efficiency or profits. 


If the former, then Mr. Burleson has 
served his time. 

He is wedded to the other policy, and 
we can expect no material improvement 


under his administration of the affairs of 
the department.

What the country needs is a first-class 
business administration of the postoffice 


department, with efficiency and service 


as the keynote. 

The president can do no better thing for 
the country-at-large than to summons some 
one else to direct and reshape the policies 


of the department along those lines, and to 


permit Mr. Burleson to gracefully retire to 
the ease and comfort of private life. 

He has bungled long enough to satisfy 
the public that a change is essential for 


the public welfare; and whether or not he

CONSERVE THE LEAVES.

leaves that litter our lawns and gardens in

The leaves of the fall, it is true, constt- 
tute an eight weeks’ nightmare for the aver- 
age small boy of the city, and his daily task 
of collecting the leaves is compensated in a

- ornamentation, is to be rid of them; and a 
lighted match is the most popular way of ac- 


complishing that end, because it is the most 
expeditious.

would be no burning, because folKs as a rule 


are not given to destroying material of real, 
a3 intrinsic value if they consider beforehand 
What its value is. And autumn leaves do

ing refreshing protection from the sun’s 
heat. 

' But when the growing season is gone and 
shade is no longer needed, the leaves myste- 


| riously dry up, die the most beautiful death 


known to nature, and let go. But their work 
is only half done, for nature wastes nothing, 
and the leaves are not intended to be wasted. 

They fall and blanket the ground, protect- 
ing from the frosts the seeds that have pre- 
ceded them in their fall, and the tender roots 
and shoots intended to Ye dormant until 
called back to life and verdure by the waxing 
warmth of a new season. And after that is 
done, nature, let alone, disintegrates the 
foliage of the bygone summer and gives it 
back to feed the new and succeeding genera 
tions; for dead leaves are rich in plant food. 

They are fertilizer of rare richness, con- 
taining practically all of the essential ele- 
ments of plant nutrition, among them car- 
bon, nitrogen, potash, etc. But, of primary 
importance, they supply the various neces- 
sary ingredients perfectly and properly 
mixed and proportioned—and nature is more 
adept than any chemist tn the world—and 
with them humus. 

Those are the reasons why “leaf mold” 
is the richest and most desirable of all soils 
for practically all forms of plant life thriving 
in latitudes where it is to be found. 

Therefore, every time a pile of dry leaves 
is fired, or carted off to be dumped as gar- 
bage, a commodity of rare value is being 
taken away from the land; nature is being 
defrauded, and the owner of the premises is 
unwittingly cheating himself. He is destroy- 
ing something that he cannot replace. 

Of course, he can buy the chemical in- 
gredients from the fertilizer factory; but he 
cannot blend them so perfectly as nature has 
blended them in the leaves, and he cannot 
buy such humus as the leaves afford. 

Commercial fertilizer comes high, and is 
getting higher. It is becoming more and 
more scarce, too, with each season. Also 
here in Atlanta animal fertilizer is at a pre- 
mium, and next summer many a garden spot 
will suffer because of its scarcity. 


So, if, instead of raking up the leaves and. 


burning them, the lawn-owner would collect 
them and either distribute them over his 
garden patch to be dug in in the spring— 
after they have served as winter mulch for 
perennial shrubbery and plants—or else, if 
he has no use for them on his own ground, 
give them to his neighbor, he would be serv- 
ing his community, contributing to the 
world’s supply of necessities and assisting 
loving nature to beautify the landscape and 
perpetuate life in all of its forms. 

Nature never takes from the soil with- 
out putting back the full equivalent of that 
which it takes. 

Neither does the wise farmer or gardener. 


HAIG’S VICTORY. 


Haig, Byng and the tanks have inflicted 
the most stupendous blow upon the kaiser 
that has been administered since the Marne. 

Details are lacking, but it is known that 
the vaunted “Hindenburg line’ has been 
cracked, broken through and flattened out 
and pulverized over a length of more than 
thirty miles, and that the indomitable 
Tommies have penetrated inio hitherto 
German-held territory to an average depth 
of five miles! And at last report they were 
still advancing! 

The Teutons were taken wholly by sur- 
prise, and were confused, nonplused and 
overwhelmed; and they lost tremendously 
in men, guns and accoutrements. 

After months of comparative idleness, 
after days and weeks of hum-drum artillery 
action, when the Germans apparently were 
sleeping and no doubt gloating over events 
in Russia and in Italy, it seems they were 
suddenly awakened by the grinding, crunch- 
ing onslaught of those awe-inspiring jugger- 
nauts known as “tanks.” 

The tanks were upon them, ripping 
through wire entanglements and pulveriz- 
ing their concrete defenses as though they 
were store twine and cardboard; ad the 
infantry and cavalry were close in the 
wake of the ponderous machines to com- 
plete the job! 

The toll of the Teutons, in men and 
munitions, great as it was, was only a frac- 
tienal element in the victory.

Government Boots 
For Britain:

London.—-When Mr. H. G@ Wells wrote 
“This Misery of Boots” as a socialistic 
Pamphlet many years ago he did not suspect 
that before three years of war had passed 
over Mngland the British government would 
have settled the whole misery by going into 
the boot trade itself. 

' Yet that is exactly what has happened 
and behind the official announcement of 
“standard boots” is hidden a complex war 
machinery of which the average English- 
man is profoundly unoonscious, yet one 
which is beginning to affect every item in 
his daily life. 

First, the facts. As soon as the British 
army began tramping with its ten million 
feet through the ditches of France and the 
deserts of Araby and along the backdrope 
of several other theaters of war, the civilian 
began to feel the shoe pinching. Leather 
prices went up and leather quality went down 
until the variety of substitutes became quite 
@ pussie. In the course of time the govern- 
ment took over control of leather, parceling 
out the available supply to the army, to al- 
lied armies, and to manufacturers for ci- 
vilian supply. 

Whatever control existed, until a few 
months ago, was contro] of the raw material. 
No effort was made to control the product, 
except when the product was contracted for 
by the army or another branch of the serv- 
ice. The boots and shoes offered to ci- 
vilians could be anything the maker chose, 
and the price anything the consumer could 
be made to pay. The boots and shoes vis 
ible in the first half of 1917 were strange 
and various and—hardly permanent, 

By September, 1917, the situation had be- 
come hard on the people who could not af- 
ford to walk on 25-dollar bills. The main 
objection to war-boots was that they were 
not always leather; you paid famine prices 
and even then got no wear out of your 
shoes. At that point the government stepped 
in. 

Trust the Government. 


Hereafter if you are willing to trust 
the government you will be able to buy 
shoes which are leather. Unless you have 
a very peculiarly-shaped foot you will find 
a shoe to fit you; if you do not go in for 
extra high heels, you can have all the 
style you want. (The government appears 
to be hygienic in the matter of shoes.) You 
will pay a fair price, that is, a price which 
pays for leather, workmanship and selling, 
and nothing else. At present reckoning 
the price for women’s footwear will run up 
from $3.75 to about $4.50; men’s will be high- 
er and children’s lower. The manufacture 
of more expensive shoes out of any material 
available is not forbidden, and is expected 
to continue. 

The price of each pair of shoes will be 
stamped on the sole of the shoe as soon as 
the sole is made. Which means that all 


the middlemen who may be handling the’ 


shoes will be held to a fixed scale of profit, 
because the last middleman, the direct re- 
tailer, will be unable to charge more than 
the stamped price of the shoes. Extortion 
cannot exist in the face of the government’s 
stamp. 

The machinery which is responsible for 
the issue of standard shoes (boots, as they 
are called in England) works in the dark 
and only those who are in the leather busi- 
ness can understand its ramifications. Its 
first duty is to “collar” the leather supply; 
second, it has to allot the supply to ex- 
isting manufacturers, for the government is 
not actually in the business of fashioning 
boots itself. | 

The same organization has to decide be- 
tween rival claims for “rations” of leather 
made by firms in all parts of the country; 
it has to consider the needs of the civilian 
population, the necessities of the manufac- 
turer, the desirability of keeping shoe fac- 
tories working at full time so that trained 
hands do not desert in favor of munition 
works. And now it has taken oh itself the 
added burden of making specifications for 
and guaranteeing the product. 


Government Controls Commodities. 


Observers of the trend of affairs in Eng- 
land consider this as only the first step, and 
also as one which will not be forgotten 
after the war. The government at pres- 
ent controls several other commodities be- 
side leather; in some way it directs the 
movement of most of the sugar, tea, wool, 
cheese and cotton in the country, to mention 
oniy a few. It divides these things between 
civilian and governmental needs. So far it 
hag been chiefly concerned with price-fixing, 
when it has touched on the civilian side at 
all. 

But recently the government has gone 
in for standardizing jam; it is concerned 
with the number of matches in a box: it 
wants to know about tea and gives a mini- 
mum qualification. Step by step thé govern- 
ment is making itself responsible not only 
for prices but for the quality and nature 
of the goods sold. 


Goverament Price on Jam. 


In jam, for example, the governmént has 
set a price and jam must be up to a certain 
standard to sell at that price. No ‘objec- 
tion is made to the sale of more expensive 
jams; but the poor who can afford only a 
cheap grade are at least guaranteed the ex- 
istence of that grade and its purity. The 
fact that standard jam is on the market is a 
perpetual warning to jam manufacturers 
that they cannot be extortionate; their pa- 
trons will always have standard jam, at a 
fixed and reasonable price, to fall back upon. 

Whether standard cloth is to come is a 
question; undoubtedly it is a possibility; 
standard bread has long been in evidence. 
In the near future tobacco may follow ale 
and be “governmentalized,” although the ex- 
periment in “government ale” has not been 
a thorough success. With the government 
in control of railways, snipping, tea shops, 
grocers, tailors and. the like, the average 
Englishman will we walking in an official 
paradise, which he may describe, with the 
name. of the seat of government in West- 
minster, as a Whitehall Wilderness. 

But even if the war does not compel the 
government of Great Britain to go so far, 
it is important to note that by the issue of 
a standard boot the government has made 
the circle of government control complete. 
There is very little loophole for the private 
capitalist to “cut in.” He still has the rich 
and the extravagant to cater to; in time his 
raw materials even for these may be stop- 
ped. And from the cow’s back to the 
wearer's foot, the modern shoe is a goy- 
ernment product—for the first time in his- 
tory.

ERADICATION WORK — 
WITH MONSTER RALLY 


nts are being made to celebrate 
the bigwest year of accomplishment in tick 
eradication in the history of the state by 
holding a record-breaking live stock rally 
on a 128,000-acre ranch near Townsend, Ga., 
the largest ranch in the state. on December 1. 

On that date Governor Dorsey, on behalf 
of the United States government,-will an- 
nounce the release from federal quarantine 
of fourteen additional tick-infested counties 
in Georgia and he will telegraph his fe- 
licitations to the governors of other south- 
ern states upon their accomplishments along 
the same lines, while it is expected that he 
will receive similar telegraphic felicitations 
from other governors. At the same time it 
is expected the governor will send telegrams 
of congratulation to the boards of county 
commissioners through whose co-operation 
the fourteen counties have been released. 

To Make Georgia Tick-Free. 

Arrangements for this red-letter event 
in the live stock development in this state 
are being made under the joint auspices of 
the United States bureau of animal indus- 
try and the office of the State Veterinarian 
and the Georgia Land Owners’ association, 
with headquarters at Waycross, which has 
enlisted in a campaign to make Georgia tick- 
free in two years or less. 

Governor H. C. Stuart, of Virginia, one of 
the owners of the big Townsend ranch, 
where the rally is to be held, and one of 
the best known live stock men in the Unit- 
ed States, will deliver an address and Hon. 
Gifford Pinchot is expected to speak on the 
subject of “The World Food Situation and 
What the South Can Do.” 

Among the other prominent speakers who 
have accepted invitations are Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black, of Atlanta, president of the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs; Mrs. 
Samuel Lumpkin, of the same city, and J. A. 


Delfelder, of Wyoming, one of the most ex- 
perienced and best known sheep and cattle 
men in the northwest, who, as guest of the 
Georgia Land Owners’ association, will spend 
several days in advance of the meeting 
carefully inspecting cattle and sheep and 
range conditions generally in south Geor- 
gia, Mr. S. Davies Wartield, president of 
the Southern Settlement and Development 
ee aniaation of Baltimore, has also been in- 
ed. 
Distinguished Representatives. 

The state will be represented at the meet- 
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spector in charge of tick eradication, and 
other prominent officials of the department 
of agricultural. 

One of the most attractive features of 
the big meeting will be a free barbecue at 
noon under the management of one of the 
most noted barbecue oooks in the south, 
and an automobile trip for the guests over 
the large ranch along the beautiful Sapelo 
river, stocked with thousands of cattle and 
sheep; inclosed by 70 miles of woven wire 
fence; and equipped with dipping vats, oil 
and other improvements that are expected 
to mark alk the great cattle country of 
Georgia with\ its millions of acres of cheap 
pasture lands when the cattle tick shall be 
no more and permanent cheap forage crops 
shall be established.

TRIFLING WITH CATARRH. 


Neither local nor constitutional, neither 
in the blood nor in the family, not 4 
symptom, nor yet a disease, nor even &@ 
physical condition. Yet countless credulous 
folk are quite certain they have it. Can 
you guess that it is? “Catarrh.” A most 
convenient name to apply to various troubles 
when nobody knows what really is the 
matter. 

“Catarrhal” is an adjective which a cas- 
ual reader may consider significant. It is 
significant of one thing only, a stagnation 
of thought: No physician ever knows what 
he thinks when he thinks “catarrh” or 
“catarrhal.” It is pure camouflage. People 
think of certain nose and throat troubles 
of long duration as belonging to the “catarrh” 
category. We'll speak definitely, as one 
who knows whereof he speaks, about simple 
chronic rhinitis, meaning an inflammation 
of the lining of the nose which continues 
for months or years. Simple to distinguish 
it from hypertrophic rhinitis, in which the 
lining of the nose (and the covering of the 
turbinate bodies in the nose) is not only 
chronically inflamed, but also thickened 
considerably by the gradual overgrowth of 
the inflamed part. And simple 
rhinitis must also be distinguished from 
atrophic rhiniti#, in which the lining mem- 
brane is not only inflamed, but also’ shrunk- 
en and wasted and thinned out. Each of. 
these forms of rhinitis will be discussed in 
later talks. 

What causes chronic rhinitis? Climate? 
The weather? Exposure? No. Living in @ 
low place? Dampness? Never. These alleged 
predisposing factors of nose and throat 
troubles have served long enough to conceal 
our ignorance. Rhinitis prevails just 4s 
much in one climate as another, irrespec- 
tive of the weather, om hill, plain and in 
the valley, and certainly less among indli- 
viduals much exposed than among individ- 
uals thoroughly protected from all expos- 
ure. Take children, for § instance. The 
more you keep them confined in the warm 
house and the warm schoolroom, the more 
likely they are to develop chronic rhinitis 
with or without adenoids and enlarge 
tonsils. Educate them in open air school- 
rooms, or even in schoolrooms ventilated 
with a glimmer of intelligence, and they 
remain remarkably free from these and other 
nose and throat troubles. 

In an early issue, as a magazine might 
announce when the story begins to be in- 
teresting, we shall consider the causes and 
the character of simple chronic rhinitis.

DENTISTS WILL ASSIST 
TUBERCULOSIS PATIENTS 


At a meeting of the Atlanta Society 
of Dental Surgeons, held Wednesday 


night, it was unanimously voted that 
the dentists continue the free clinic 
for tuberculosis patients held in con- 
nection with the anti-tuberculosis as- 
sociation. 

Recently the dentist appointed by 
the society was called to the army and 
the clinic was temporarily abandoned, 
Reports of the work accomplished from 
January to November, 1917, showed 
wonderful results in the alleviation of 
suffering and the checking of tubercu- 
losis by dental work. During this 
period there were 674 treatments given 
to indigent patients. Of these 256 had 
tuberculosis; 140 showed symptoms of 
it, which called for immediate work in 
fortifying the body in order to prevent 
its development. Three hundred and 
eighty-six patients living in homes ex- 
posed to this disease had teeth put in 

ood repair as a preventive of tubercu- 
osis. 

In the fight against this dreaded dis- 
ease the prophylactic condition of the 
mouth and teeth has a great weight in 
determining its outcome. The Atlanta 
society has subscribed a special fund to 
employ a dentist to operate the clinic 
in connection with the association, and 
have also expended $200 for improved 
equipment.

Mayor Candler, Dr. Smith and Al- 
derman C. H. Kelley, mayor pro tem., 
visited the city dairy Wednesday on 
an inspection tour, following a state- 
ment made by Dr. Summerall a few 
days ago that he felt ashamed to give 
patients at the hospital the milk which 
came from the dairy. 

The party was pleased to note that 
many improvements have been made 
since Dr. Summerall’s statement, and 
the dairy officials are working harder 
every day to place the dairy in a per- 
fect sanitary condition. 

The trouble that has arisen over the 
insanitary condition of Atlanta dairies 
and milk supply houses, Dr. Kennedy 
says, is caused by the inadequate force 
he has at his command. 

At present there are three milk in- 
spectors in the city. Two of these stay 
at the railroad stations and inspect all 
milk which comes in from rural sta- 
tions. The other one inspects the dif- 
ferent dairies which are located in and 
near the city. 

While the two men at the railroad 
stations can attend to their work, Dr. 
Kennedy says that there should be at 
least three or four to inspect the dairies 
and milk wagons. It is more than 4 
one-man job, he avers, and no relief can 
be had until conditions change. 

There are also only t'wo men to In- 
spect the packing houses hotels and 
four men are necessary, Dr. Kennedy 


Says. 


PLENTY OF TURKEYS 
HERE FOR THURSDAY 


The war will not affect the sumptu- 


giving turkey dinner, according to a 
bulletin from the federal food admin- 
istration to the Georgia branch Thurs- 
day. There are plenty and to spare 
of the Thanksgiving birds in storage, 
and the government will require these 
to go on the market at once, so that the 
food administration anticipates that not 
only will the supply be increased, but 
the price will be lowered. 

The bulletin is as follows: 

“Plentiful supplies of turkeys are available 
for the Thanksgiving market, according to 
information in possession of the Untted 
States food administration, if the large 
stock of turkeys now in cold storage is 
placed on sale. 

“The food administration will require that 
this poultry be fapidly placed on sale under 
the provisions of the food control act. 

“With a larger volume of the product go- 
ing on the market for sale, consumers may 
soon look for an abundant supply at lower 
prices.”’

The recall clause of the resolution 


meant the death of the White Rats 


as an international union and two of 
their officers, Harry Montford and 


James W. Fitzpatrick, led the fight 


against its adoption. 
They admitted that the membership 


of the White Rats had fallen off by 


the thousand, but sdéid this was due to 
repressive policies of the vaudeville 
managers that had made it impossible 


for an actor to be a White Rat and 
keep his position on a vaudeville cir- 


seg, | SY Po declared that the actors’ 
organizations knocking at the door of 
the federation were too closely identi- 
fied with the managers and booking 


agencies. 

“This is the annual drive on the 
White Rats,” Fitzpatrick said, “and 
it is inspired by the same sinister mo- 
tives that prompted previous attacks 
and that motive is to destroy the only 
militant organization of actors in the 
country.” 

Fitzpatrick offered as a substitute 
to the report of the adjustment com- 
mittee a motion providing that the 
executive council of the federation
